the relationship between the price of 
butterfat and the general supply 
position of butter to determine 
whether the present six-cent-a-pound 
subsidy is adequate. If adjustments 
were necessary, an additional subaay 
should be applied. 

The committee also suggested that 
there is unnecessary duplication of 
cream-trucking services, with a waste 
of labor, gasoline and rubber, and 
increased overhead coats to the dairy 
industry. 

Other recommendations were that: 

Canadians should be urged to avoid 
waste of butter as a patriotic duty; 

Dominion-provincial -feed boards 
should assure adequate distribution 
of feeding rations to dairy farmers 
and emphasize the importance of. pas- 
ture fertilization and management; 

The Dominion government should 
investigate the ‘acute’ shortage of 
cream cans and take steps to meet 
the problem; 

The agricultural .supplies board 
should undertake an advertising 
campaign in the farm press to ex- 
plain the need for increased butter 
production.
